CHICAGO, July 26.—Figures announced by Coroner Hoff- 
man this afternoon place the total of lives lost in the Eastland 


steamshi pdisaster at 1080. 


The Coroner’s statement gave the number of bodies recovered 
as 810 and the number of missing reported to the Western Electric 
Co. as 270. All but nine of the bodies recovered have been 


identified. 


It is estimated that there still are 200 bodies in the hull of 


the steamer. 


Investigations to determine the cause of the accident and pun- 
ish the guilty were vigorously pushed during the day by Coroner 


Hoffman, State’s Attorney Hoyne and Charles F. Clyne, United 


States Distirct Attorney. 


After questioning members of the 
Eastland’s crew and scores of eye wit- 
nesses, State’s Attorney Hoyne and his 
assistants expressed the opinion -that 
the accident was caused by the over- 
Icading of the boat. 

United States District Attorney Clyne, 


after conferring with Federal ecmmont 


inspectors. said: 


“When the time comes for us to talk’! 


we will have plenty to say.’

boat is raised. 


Employes of the Western Electric Co. 
took their usual places in the big plants 
on the West Side today. They remained 
idle and silent while the foremen of the 
various departments checked off the 
missing. There were many places unoc- 
cupied. The foremen jottéd down the 
name of the men, women, girls and boys 
who last Friday left their work never 
to return. 


Divers engaged in rescue work re- 
ported to:.Coroner Hoffman today that 
they believed there were about 200 bodies 
still in the hull of the steamer East- 
land, many of which are in such a po- 
sition they can not be taken out until 
the vessel is raised. 

The work of searching the submerged 
interior of the boat ‘and dragging: the 
river for victims progressed slowly. At 
noon three additional bodies had been 
recovered, 

Coroner Hoffman believes the total 
number of dead will reach 1200, if the 
estimates of divers on the number of 
bodies still in the boat proves correct. 

F. H. Avery, in charge of the divers, 
engaged in the rescue work, said that 
his men were able to see many bodies in 
the hull which they were unable to 
reach. 

First Funeral Service Held. 

The first funeral services for the East- 
land victimes were held today. More than 
300 corteges passed through the streets. 
Arrangements have been made’ to hold 
services for some of the dead every day 
this week. In several instances today 
the same serviae was said over two or 
three persons, members of the same 
family. 

Several hundred survivors who swal- 
lowed river water today followed the ad- 
vice of Health Commissioner Rebertson 
and were treated with typhoid fever 
antitoxin by Health Department physi- 
clans. .

Receiver to Resell Property. 

It is stipulated that the receiver shall 
act without charge for his’ services 
other than the cost of his bond and that 
he shall resell the property under di- 
rection of the St. Louis County Cir- 
cuit Court, the proceeds to be divided 
among the club members as the court 
may direct. 

The trustees’ meeting, .t which it was 
agreed to make this pro >osition, was 
held Saturday, after the Pust-Dispatch 
had published the fact that caly about 
70 persons asked to join the ,»roposed 
new club had sent in acceptances of th 
invitation issued by the trustees. 

Copies of the. proposition to resell the 
club were received by all members os 
the old Glen Echo Country Club in this 
morning’s mail. It was accompanied 
by a “long printed statement, in which 
the trustees denied that in purchasing 
the club’& property they acted as trus 
tees for the members. According to 
the statement, they did not band them 
selves ‘together as trustees until after 
they” bought the property, and they then 
organized as trustees of the New Glen 
Echo Club Trust: Agreement, which hal 
no obligation to the old club members. 

A conégiderable portion of the state- 
ment is in effect the same as the one 
issued by C. D. Johnson, one of the trus- 
tees, and published in full in the Post- 
Dispatch last week. 

One new feature of the statement is 
that it denies that there ever was 4 
purpose to finally exclude any of the 


“After a discussion it was decided 
that for the time being only a limited 
number of persons should be asked to 
become associated with the nine trus- 
tees, it heing stated that from time to 
time, as the persons unknown to the 
trustees became known to all, or to 
some of them, invitations could and 
would be sent to them.” 

In further support of the assertion 
that no effort was made to ‘“‘freeze out”’ 
anyone, the statement quotes the min- 
utes of the secret meeting at the Noon- 
day Club: 

‘Motion by Mr. J. C. Robefts, second- 
ed by Mr. C. D. Johnson: Whereas a ma- 
jority of trustees are present, that con- 
sideration of members and any other 
business be proceeded with. Negative 
vote of two trustees on a name will post- 
pone consideration at this time. Mr. 
Jones voted no. Carried. All others 
voted yes.” 

Jones’ Action Criticised. 

After quoting this entry the statement 
issued by the trustees says: 

“It will therefore be seen that anv 
statement by any person that anyone 
was rejected by the trustees, discussed 
as undesirable, frozen out or otherwise 
discriminated against, is absolutely un- 
true. The only unfortunate feature 
about this entire transaction has been 
that, according to newspapers, Mr. J. 
CC. Jones saw fit to give to the news- 
papers a list of the persons upon whose 
names action was postponed at an ex- 
ecutive session. No other trustee has. 
to our knowledge, disclosed anything 
that took place in this meeting, and if 
a faise impression has been created 
with the public as to the action of the 
trustees and anyone’s feelings. have 
been hurt, the foundation of all this 
trouble lies with the person who gave 
the newspapers the above-mentioned 
ig Ma 

The Post-Dispatch was the first news- 
paper to publish a list of the 135 old 
members of the Glen Echo Club who 
were not invited to join the proposed 
new club. It did not obtain the list 
from J. C. Jones, or any other of the 
nine trustees. 

After reading the statement Jones 
said he was not told“that the trustees’ 
meeting was executive and if he had 
been so informed he would have con- 
sidered it his duty to the members of 
the club to make khown what he be- 
lieved to be ai deliberate effort to 
“freeze out” certain of the members. .

Raid on Vistela:Beideo Fails,

BERLIN, via London, July 26.—Fur- 
ther German advances on the Russian 
front are recorded in today’s statement 
from the War Office: 

‘North of the River Niemen the army 
under Gen. von Buelow has reached the 
district of Poswol and Ponicwitz. 
Wherever the enemy has offerad re- 
sistance he has been beaten. We capn- 
tured over 1000 prisoners. 

(‘The towns of Poswol and Ponicwitz 
are about 40 miles to the east and south- 
east, respectively, of the Shavli, in Rus- 
sian province of Kovno, and about 5 
miles west of the Petrograd railways 
which supplies Warsaw.) 

“On the Narrew front our _ troops 
forced a crossing of the river. Further- 
more, both above and below Ostrolenka, 
our troops are slowly pushing the enemy 
back in the direction of the River Bug. 
The Russians are offering obstinate re- 
sistance to these advances. Here alsvy 
we captured about 100 Russians and 
more than # machine guns. On the 
northwest front our troops wre advane- 
ing toward the group of fortifications 
around Novo Georgiecsk and Warsaw 

‘In the southeastern theater of war. 
north of Wojslawice and south of Chelm 
on the River Bug, German troope tn tho 
recent fighting pushed the enemy: still 
further back. Yesterday we captured 
here 11 officers, 1457 men and 11 machine 
guns." 


Germans Now 24 Miles From Main 
Warsaw Ratiroad. 
LONDON, July %.—The German ad- 


vance from the Narew River now is 4 
miles as a crcw flies from the Warsaw- 
Petrograd main raliroad, but the Ger- 
mana still have to fight their way_across 
the Buc River, as well as over miles 
of virtually roadiess country” between 
the Narew and the Bug. 

“The fate of Warsaw really depends 
on the Bug River,’ says a Petrograd 
dispatch, “which is a much more form 
idabie obstacle than is the Narew, the 
crossing of which by the Germans was 
Zaci'itated by an islet in mid-river near 
the confluence Of the Orjitza River.”

They were brought into Kirkwall in their own boats. 


The Leelanaw left Galveston May % 
and New York May 17, with a cargo of 
cotton consigned to Russia by way of 
Gothenburg. The vessel was detained 
at Kirkwall while inquiries were made 
as to the possibility of getting her car- 
go to Russia, as Sweden forbids the ex- 
port of cotton. The ship was released 


June 26, with permission to proceed to 
Archangel, where the cotton was dis- 
charged and a cargo of flax was load 
ed for Belfast.

Leelanaw have been received beyond/sa 
message stating that the crew had been 
safely landed at Kirkwall, Scotland, 
and had notified the American Consul 
at Dundee of the sinking of the ves- 
sel. 

The Leelanaw was owned by the Har- 
by Steamship Co. of New York. She 
was formerly called the Earnwell. She 
was 280 feet long and of 1924 gross tons. 

An official statement of the German 
Government, issued April 18, 1915, set 
forth that flax was contraband of 
war. 

The Leelanaw,was commanded by 
Capt. D. B. Delk. Her crew consisted 
of seven-officers and 32 men and her 
owners planned to return the Leelanaw 
in ballast to America. 

The British steamers Grangewood of 
$422 tons and the British steamer Firth 
and the French stéamer Danae and four 
trawlers also have been sunk on the 
Archangel route in the Nerth Sea by a 
German submarine. The Crews were 
saved except for four men killed on tne 
Firth by the explosion. The 
attacked by two submarines, one 
which, crews from the trawlers say, 
was sunk by gunfire and bombs from 
the trawlers. 


Impression in Washington Ia That 


It In Another “Frye” Cane. 

WASHINGTON, July .%.—While of- 
ficilals would not be quoted on the sink- 
ing of the Leelanaw the general im- 
pression seemed to be that it was a rep- 
etition in kind of the Frye case, since 
the vessel was carrying contraband to 
the allies and no American lives were 
lost. The Frye case is settled in prin- 
ciple, the only disagreement being as to 
whether the amount of damages to be 
paid by Germany should be determined 
by a German prize court or through dip- 
lomatic channels. 

It was pointed out that the act of the 
submarine commander in permitting the 
Leelanaw crew to leave the ship before 
she was blown up was added evidence 
of the recently noted change of policy 
in German submarine warfare on com- 
merce, | 


One view was that Germany, in ef- 
fect, had ignored and disregarded the 
note sent in connection with the sink- 
Ing of the Frye. 

In that communication, the United 
States vigorously asserted its position 
that even though an American ship 
carried contraband of war, it was pe- 
cullarly protected from destruction by 


the stipulations of the Prussian-Ameri- 
can treaty of 1828. 

The United States has, in its corre- 
spondence with Germany, insisted on 
the application of the following article 
13 of the treaty: 

“In the case of one of the contract- 


[ing parties being engaged in war with 


any other Power, to prevent all the 
difficulties and misunderstandings that 
usually arise respecting merchandise of 
contraband, such as arms, ammunition 
and military stores of every kind, no 
such articles carried in the vessel or by 
the subjects or cjtizens of either party 
to. the enemies of the other, shall be 
deemed contraband so as to induce 
confiscation or condemnation and a loss 
of property to individuals. 
Damages Provided For. 

‘‘Nevertheless, it shall be lawful to 
stop such vessels and articles and to de- 
tain them for such length of time as 
the captors may think necessary to pre- 
vent the inconvenience or damage that 
micht engue from their proceeditig, pay- 
ing, however, reasonable compensation 
for the loss such arrests shall occasion 
to the. proprietors. 

“But In the case, supposed, of a ves- 
sel stopped for articles of contraband, if 
the master of the vessel stopped will de- 
liver out the goods supposed to be of 
contraband nature, he shall be admit- 
ted to do it, and the vessel shall not in 
that case be carried into any port, nor 
further detained, but shall be allowed 
to proceed on her voyage.” 

Germany immediately admitted her li- 
ability under the foregoing article, when 
the Frye was sunk, and agreed to pay 
damages. She replied, however, tat 
she could not admit that the desiruc- 
tion of the Frye was a violation of the 
treaty. “On the contrary,” said Berlin, 
“Article 13 expressiv reserves to the 
party at war the right to stop the car- 
ryirg of contraband and to detain the 
contraband; it follows then that if it 
cannot be accomplished in any other 
way, the stopping of the supply, may, 
in the extreme cause, be affected by the 
destruction of the sh¥) carrying it. As 
“a matter of course, the obligation of the 
party at war to pay compensatidn to the 
interested persons of the neutral con- 
tracting party remains in force whatever 
be the manner of stopping the supply.” 


Ul. S. Refused te Concur, 
The United States, as late as June 4M, 


replied that ‘‘the Government of the 
United States cannot concur in tws 
conclusion,”

NEW LAW WOULD 
HAVE CUT CAPAUITY 
OF THE EASTLAND 


Passengers to Be Carried Under 
Seamen’s Act, Effective Soon, 
Estimated at 1552. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., July 2%.—William 
C. Redfield, Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, who is in Syracuse, 
has made public correspondence be- 


tween the St. Joseph-Chicago Steamship 
Co., owners of the Eastland, and the 
Department of Commerce, relating to 
the new Seaman's act. : 

Secretary Redfield believes that under 
the Searnan’s act, the passenger-carry- 
ing capacity of the Eastland could have 
been reduced from 2570 to 1552. The 
steamship company opposed the Sea- 
man’s bill. The correspondence com- 
prises four letters. 

In the first letter, W. H. Hull, general 
manager of the steamship company, 
registers a protest against the Sea- 
man’s bill being made effective on 
Nov. 4. 


‘“T am confident,’ “that the 


’ he writes, 
can steamship lines are already appar- 
ent to everyone and believe that an op- 
portunity should be given to have this 
act modified or entirely canceled.”’ 
Inquires as to Objection. 

To this Secretary Redfield replied: 

“It is difficult to see how your request 
can be carried out without involving me 
in a flat breach of my oath of office, 
which is to enforce the law. Power is 
not given me to say what laws shall be 
obeyed and what not obeyed. * * * 
What is specifically in the law to which 
you object?”’ 

Hull’s answer said: 

“Replying to that portion of your let- 
ter of June 28, in which you ask: ‘What 
is it specifically in the law to which you 
object,” I can answer this in no better 
way than to state the effect it would 
have in the operation of our S. 8. East- 
land. 

“This boat ts operating this season 
from June 12 to Sept. 8 inclusive; is li- 
censed to carry 2570 people, is equipped 
with life preservers for that number and 
has life rafts and lifeboats’ capacity 
under the last inspection for 771 people. 

“To' keep her maximum carrying ca- 
pacity at the present figure, we would 
have to increase her equipment in life 
rafts and lifeboats 66 2-3 per cent. This 
is a physical impossibility. If it were 
possible to put this amount of equip. 
ment on the Eastland, the weight added 
to her upper deck would make the boat 
difficult to handle. 

“If our life-saving equipment is al- 
lowed to remain as at present, our car- 
rying capacity would be decreased 149 
per cent, or 1028. You can see that a 
daily reduction of 4 per cent in carry: 
ing capacity would amount to consider- 
able during the season in operating 
revenue. 

Saw No Need for More Boats. 

“The requirements of the seaman's 
bill relating to certificated lifeboat men 
and able seamen would increase the 
number of our crew and would afford 
an opportunity to able seamen to fix 
an arbitrary wage and tie up the boat. 
Even if our traffic would stand an in- 
crease in the passenger rate, and it 
certainly will not, the increased operat- 
ing expenses and the fact that we woule 
be at the mercy of the so-called able 
seamen would render it impracticable 
for us to operate. In addition, there is 
no reason for an increase in life-saving 
equipment on this run. 

“The boat is constructed of steel 
throughout. Her run between Chicagu 
and St. Joseph is approximately 0 
miles, which she will make in three 
hours and 10 minuces. She is at no time 
in excess of one hour and 33 minuter 
from shore, and at all times on her run 
is within 10 to 60 minutes of all steam- 
ers. Assistance in case of trouble could 
readily be secured from other steamers 
and the ports of Chicago, Michigan City, 
Milwaukee, St. Joseph and South Haven. 

“I sincerely believe it will be impos- 
sible to operate this boat under the sea- 
men’s law and make expenses. This 
wili naturally affect the stuck and the 
bonds and in the case of a wreat many 
cumpanies will render their bonda issues 
practically worchless. 

“I realize it is your duty to enfcrce 
the law, but I have taken the iiberty 
of siating to you that we specificaily 
Cbject to that portion of this law rel- 
ative to lifesaving equipment, ab!+ sea- 
men and certificated lifeboat men and 
give the reasons therefor in answer to 
your question.” 

Provision for Only 771. 

To this Secretary Redfield 
July 14, as follows: 

“f note that this is a steel, summer 
pervice boat, running from June i2 to 
Sept. 8, during which period it is under 
present rules permitted to have lifeboats 
and rafts for 30 per cent of all on 
board (of which 75 per cent may be 
rafts) and life preservers for every- 
one carried. 

“This has been permitted from May 
to October on the Great Lakes because 
of fine weather. Under these conditions 
you are licensed to carry 2570 people 
(200 passengers—70 crew), and have life- 
boats and rafts for but 771 with life 
preservers for all. You mention That 
your vessel is at times in excess of an 
hour from shore (at midlake, 1 houf 
and 35 , minutes), and that she is at 
times half an hour or more away from 
other steamers. You say ‘at all times 
is within 10 to 6 minutes of steam- 
ers.’ 

“Your position is, therefore, one in 
which in case of serious accident it 
might be at least a half hour from 
help, and over 20 miles from shore, while 
possibiy having on board as many as 
1799 persons for whom there are neither 
lifeboats nor life rafts. I do not crit- 
icise this. It is at present the permitted 
thing. 

“The seamen’s bill will alter this in 
your summer service so that your ves-

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SURVIVORS TELL 
OF TRAGEDIES IN 
FASTLAND'S HULL 


Scores Clung to Timbers for Two 
Hours Until Holes Were 
Cut in Side. 


i oeenenmentll 


CHICAGO, July 2%.—One of the trage- 
dies of the disaster was enacted inside 
the steel hull of the Eastland during 
the two hours that intervened between 
the time the boat capsized and the cut- 
ting of holes that would permit of the 
rescue of survivors. Many struggled 
and j:rayed during that period and saw 
fellow passengers loosen their hold on 
timbers and furniture and slip into the 
water. 

Georgé Olinger and his wife Elizabeth 
were among those dragged out after 
holes had been cut in the hull. 

“When the boat rolled over I 
grabbed Flizabeth and we both scram- 
bled tc the upper side,’ Olinger said. 
“We clung there to a post or brace and 
looking down we could see the water 
pouring in below us like falls. It rushed 
along by the stairs and spurted through 
portholes. 

Prepared to Die. 

“Men and women were floundering 
aroui! and screaming as the water 
rose. In the place where we were there 
women and seven 
men. The men assisted th womn to 
places they could cling to posts cr float- 
ing furniture until help arrived, but 
many sank during the first five min- 
utes and did not come up. 
“Tl kissed Elizabeth and we made prep- 
arations to die. Some of the women be- 
came hysterical. Others were calm, 
clinging to the side of the boat and 
shivering in their wet clothes.’’ 
The rescuers started to pull some of 
the men and women through the port- 
holes, but they were too small and they 
were forced to drop a number of them 
back. J. Peterson, his wife and her sis- 
ter, 
port side and had the experience of 
being washed completely through the 
boat after a partition had given away. 

Partition Gave Way. 
“IT can swim and I rose with the 
water,’’ said Peterson. ‘‘The partition 
above me gave way, at least some of 
the windows did, and I went up through 
the cabin. I caught hold of a long 
beam supporting the upper deck with 
some others. This beam gave wav 
though, and I had to swim again. One 
man who had been hanging on with 
only his head out of the water disap- 
peared when the beam broke and I did 
not see him again. 
“T saw women and men come aip all 
around me and a lot of them went 
down again. While I was hanging on 
my wife came up where I was and 2 
little later, in the same place, her sis 
ter appeared. They had been carried 
up through the same break in the par- 
tition I had passed through, althoiig: 
neither of them could swim.”

These dairies can be smelled for blocks 
and the odor which emanates from them is some- 
‘thing terrible. Flies swarm around them by the 
million, but do you notice the Health Department 

forcing the owners of these dairies to place fly 
No, sir. Not one fly 


corner of Grand and Gravois avenues, in front of 
the bank building we find a large fly trap. 

I have been living next door to one of these 
Gairies for two months. I made a complaint to 

the Health Department about this dairy, and since 
then two other complaints have been made to 
the Health Department and two to the Police De- 
partment. Health officers were out to look over 
the dairy, and they did force them to clean up 
but although they were shown the 
' work of the flies on my front and rear entrances, 
not one thing did they do in regard to flies. 

Now, Mr. Editor, where is this co-operation of 
the Health Department you speak of in your edi- 
torial? Members of the police force say they 
take complaints from residents of this vicinity 
to the Health Department and this department 
Pays no attention to them. 

You, Mr. Editor, are fighting for a flyless and 
senitary city, but you will have to get behind 
the’ Health Department and prod them along to 
attain your aim. A trip of investigation to sec- 
tions of South St. Louis will convince you of this 
fact. Make the Health Department do their duty 
and force these dairies to keep their places clean 
and sanitary and keep an abundance of fly traps 
around them. Better still, run them out of the 
city altogether. 

These rotten old wooden dairy buildings that 
have been constructed for years are a menace to 
health and should be demolished.

| | NEWSPAPER “COPPERHEADS.” 


The German-American alliance of New York 
has adopted a resolution condemning President 
Wilson’s latest note to Germany and urging peace- 
loving people, “especially Americans of German 
origin,” to protest against any attempt to draw 
this country into the European war. 

The resolutions should first be directed to the 
American newspapers printed in the German lan- 
guage. Their attitude and utterances are the 
greatest menace to the preservation of peace. 

Two of these newspapers deliberately repnint 
the absurd falsehood that there is a secret alli- 
ance between the United States and Great Britain. 

The effect of this lie is to discredit the Govern- 
ment of the United States. It is an attack upon 
the character and purpose of the President and 
his associates in office. It is a charge that they 
have betrayed their trust and violated the Con- 
stitution and the laws; that they have usurped 
powers they do not possess and, intrusted with 
the honor and interests of our Government, have 
secretly, without authority, conspired to support 
and promote the interest of a foreign Govern- 
ment. 

If this charge is true, the President should be 
impeached. Hanging would be too good for him 
and his official associates participating in or hav- 
ing knowledge of such a conspiracy. 

The treacherous intent of the charge is obvious. 
It is designed to anger Americans of German ori- 


istration as hypocritical and disnonest, as secret 
enemies of Germany directing the Government's 
policy to promote the interest of Great Britain. 
It angers the German people in Germany by 
falsely representing the American Government as 
having hostile intentions towards Germany and 
as working underground to serve the interests in 
the war of Germany’s enemies. 

Little less damaging and misleading, though 
less bold, are the comments of newspapers like 
the Westliche Post, which charge the American 
Government with partiality and misrepresent the 
sentiment of the American people. They crimi- 


nally mislead their readers and grossly misinter- 
pret the American opinion and American purpose 
to the German people. 

There is no course so menacing to peace as 
this policy of falsehood and misrepresentation 
which prevents that clear understanding and 
mutual confidence between two peoples and two 
governments which is the foundation of amity 
and peace. 

These foreign-partisan newspapers do not want 
peace; they merely want peace with Germany at 
any price and war with Germany’s enemies at 
any cost. The measure of their folly is shown 
by the effect of their blind and conscienceless 
partisanship which foments hostility between 
German-Americans and Americans, and between 
Germany and the United States. 

Speech is free in America, There is no right 
nor wish to put restraint upon the freedom of 
utterances enjoyed by the foreign-language press. 
But freedom courts responsibility and we feel 
bound to point out the grave responsibility of 
newspapers professing American loyalty, but dis- 
crediting the character and purpose of the Gov- 
ernment and misrepresenting to a foreign nation 
the character of the Government and sentiment 
of the people in a crisis affecting the honor and 
vital interests of Americans. 

Responsibility for this course of these copper- 
head newspapers rests with the Americans of 
German origin who read them. Their judgment 
is the rod to correct their errors. 

No American believes that President Wilson 
has done anything but strive honestly to main- 
tain American neutrality and American friend- 
ship with Gil belligerents; no American believes 
that President Wilson wants anything but peace 
and will keep peace if peace may be kept and 
without sacrificing American honor, sovereignty, 
rights and safety. 

All Americans ardently desire peace, but they 
passionately love freedom and justice. They 
stand with their Government in support of right, 
law and humanity “without compromise and at 


any cost.” 
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With the goose step, the Turkey trot, and the 
Rus stride, let us pray that the war is on its last 


legs. 
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‘‘NOTHING TO ARBITRATE.’’ 

By its abrupt refusal of the offer of the 
strikers at Bayonne to return to work at once 
on condition that the company agree to the 
arbitration of their demands, the Standard Oil 
Co. virtually decided in favor of the continuance 
of disorder. It treated the efforts toward con- 
ciliation of the Federal mediators and the State 
and local authorities with the same contempt 
that it manifested for the proposals of the strik- 
ers’ committee. It is not possible to compel the 
Standard Oil to arbitrate. It is not in the power 
of the Secretary of Labor or the Governor of 
New Jersey or the City Commissioners of Bay- 
onne to force the superintendent of the Bayonne 
plant or officers of the company at 26 Broadway 
to resume operations. But if the management 
were less wrorngheaded, and if the first desire 
of the company as it professes, were that “order 
and peace in the community be restored,” they 
would be slow to render useless the intervention 
of public officials whose sole purpose is to make 
an end of murderous industrial strife. 

It is entirely the fault of the Standard Oil 
Co. that its Bayonne plant is not running full 
blast this morning. Its. policy, as it formally 
announces, forbids that arbitration or even media- 


‘lutely name the terms on which any settlement | 
may be reached, and if they are not immediately 
accepted, and if more rioting follows and more 
workmen are shot down, obviously it will hold 
itself free from responsibility for all unfortunate 
consequences. 

Can the Standard Oil Co. or any other cor- 
poration do business forever in this country on 
this principle? We do not believe it. 
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GUARDIANSHIP LAW IN MISSOURI. 

While it is the practice in Missouri to award 
the mother the guardianship of her children, if 
the father is shown to be an unfit person to act as 
their guardian, especially if he has openly lived an 
immoral life, the father, and not the mother, is, 
according to our statutes, the “natural guardian” 
of the children of the married couple. Only in the 
case of her illegitimate child is the mother specifi- 
cally stated to be the “natural” guardian. 

This is not as it should be. Several states, 
among them New York, Massachusetts, Pennsy]- 
vania, Kansas, Maine, Nebraska, Rhode Island and 
Colorado, have equal guardianship laws, under 
which neither father nor mother can, without 
the other’s consent, remove the children from the 
common home and either give them away or put 
them in an institution. Cases have been known 
where mothers have committed suicide because, 
under the old man-made laws, the father has 
threatened to “give the children away” under his 
authority as “natural” guardian. 

Of course, the unthinking man will con¢dlude that 
he, as a father, is his child’s “natural” guardian. 
But that is merely the conclusion of selfishness. 
The mother is just as much the “natural” guardian 
of the child, and it is her child also. Both, or 
either, can forfeit the right of guardianship by 
immoral living or criminal conduct. 

The need for an equal guardianship law lies in 
the fact that, under the present one-sided law, a 
cruel husband has it in his power to threaten’ his 
wife that he will take the children out of the 
home and place them where she cannot care for 
them. That ought to be made impossible. 
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Our National Guard cavalry, having overcome 
a swarm of bees, is ready for the business end of 
any war that may happen. 
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BARRING HUMBUG FROM THE MAILS. 

The Postmaster-General reminds us of the man 
who talked prose without realizing it. In barring 
the selling of “luck stones” from the mails (a 
business whieh has netted the sellers about $44,- 
000 a year) the P. M. remarks: 


“The representations which induce the pur- 
chase of said stones are to the effect that 
they were rare, hard to procure and of great 
value, and that they possess mysterious pow- 
ers, by means of which lost jewelry is re- 
stored, true and false friends pointed out, the 
sick are healed, the poor come into possession 
of wealth, the unemployed secure work, hard 
luck is banished, and hundreds of secrets are 
revealed.” 


Witches’ balls, rabbits’ feet, horseshoes, phil- 
ters, charms and talismans are and have always 
been and, we predict, always will be, among the 
treasured playthings of mankind. Magic, sorcery, 
superstitions, dreams, ideals, romance and poetry 
cater to man’s child psychology that insists on 
being pleasantly humbugged. To pay for being 
humbugged is a large part of the pleasure—mak- 
ing the humbug real. 

Let us hope that the unsympathetic, scientific 
Postmaster will not bar the mails to campaign 
buttons, politicans’ photographs, garden seeds, 
weather forecasts and the Congressional Record. 
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WILL WEBSTER GROVES ANNEX US? 
Webster Groves, speaking through her doting 
citizen, Mr. James Bettis, politely declines the 
informal proposal that she consolidate with and 
be annexed to St. Louis. She gives us the mitten 
in this prim spinster style: “We are deeply con- 
tent with our,st..e of independence.” She ex- 
plains that she would not think of mussing up 
her “good order” by unequally yoking herself to- 
gether with a disorderly person such as St. Louis. 
And a little lecture on the subject is appended: 

For example, and to illustrate what “good 
order” means in Webster Groves: Our ladies 
freely traverse the streets at night, unattend- 
ed, unafraid and unmolested; our jail stands 
mostly empty of offenders; our Sabbaths are 
quiet and peaceful. We are convinced that 
such conditions would not continue a month 
after the opening of a saloon on Lockwood 
avenue and the administration of our affairs 
by a body of boss-controlled legislators. 
Frankly, her refusal has greatly stimulated our 
honorable intentions. Our admiration is un- 
bounded. If we never wanted to marry her be- 
fore, we do now.

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MULHATTON TOM-EGG PLANTS. 
Joe Mulhatton is dead, but the news story of 
the tomato plant grafted onto an eggplant and 
producing a splendid fruit, with a purple skin, 
deep red meat, few seeds and wonderful flavor, 
survives and goes the rounds of the press, its 
latest appearance being this week. It comes 
from La Marque, Tex., where one “P. Dan George” 
is said to have performed the graft and “has 
half an acre of the eggplant tomatoes,” as he calls 
the new garden produkt. 
This particular nature fake persists because of 
the lack of horticultural or botanical knowledge. 
Even Burbank himself could not produce a new 
fruit by grafting. Such fruits can only be pro- 
duced by pollenizing. Every schoolboy who has 
studied botany or a primer on farming, which 
always contains instructions on grafting, knows 
that the scion or bud, grafted onto the root or 
stock, governs the kind of fruit to be produced. 
Otherwise, every graft might produce a hybrid or 
freak, One may graft half a dozen kinds of orange 
scions on one sour stock, and each scion will in- 
variably produce its own kind of orange, and not 
a cross between the sour orange and that of the 
tree from which the scion was cut. 
The real graft in the case of this nature fake 
story is the check received by the man who 
sends it out.

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FLECTRIC BOAT 
STOCK DECLINES 
OVER 100 POINTS 


Curb Issue Jumps 38 Points to 
$430, Falls to 285, Then 
Rallies to 370. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 26.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 

views, today, says: 

“All interest converged avain today 
on the group of industrial stocks which 
have been neavily traded in since the 
prospects of-proiits from war orders 
became the topic ot chief discussion in 
speculative circles. After opening at 
auvances since Saturday of from 1 to 7 
points in the active issues the mar- 
ket continued the advance until the 
news was received touching the sink- 
ing of the Lelanaw off the coast of 
Scotland. Then there was a period 0° 
hesitation followed by a quick rally 
during which a portion of the loss was 
made up by general selling which led 
to declines of from 6 to 15 points in 
the industrial shares. The decline of 15 
points in Bethlehem Steel was the most 
pronounced. 

“Electric Boat, on the curb, after 
opening 35 points up at 400, and touch- 
ing 430, later broke quickly to 380. It 
sold later as low as 285, a loss of 145 
points from the high level of the morn- 
ing. The stock recovered later to 370. 
Within a half hour there was a good 
rally and some of the losses were made 
up. In the afternoon there were fur- 
ther gains and some of the so-called 
‘war issues’ touched their early high 
level. 

“The sinking of the Leelanaw natural- 
ly led to many rumors concerning the 
probable effect of the incident upon 
the relations of this Government and 
Germany at this rather critical time. 
General market was not greatly upset 
by these rumors, however, other than 
for the temporary unsettlement caused 
by the quick selling of the war shares. 
The inclination seemed to be,to take the 
incident as one of the Tings which 
could be expected to happen any time 
in a war market. But the developments 
of the day in this group of stocks: em- 
phasized the dangers of the specula- 
tion, as it is being conducted at the 
present level of prices. 

“There was little else in the market, 
and so far as the railroad shares were 
concerned, most of the issues were ng- 
Icted. The situation apparently justi- 
fied the action of many brokers in 
warning their customers against thees 
stocks which have benefited chiefly by

the wild advance of the last few days. 

Teh movement in these shares was so 
largely professional, however, that it 
could not be said t' it the public had 
been seriously affecied by the de. 
cline. 

“A somewhat broader demand for 
over-the-year loans advanced the 
rate for such accommodation ¥% per 
cent to 3%. The market was fntiu- 
enced somewhat by the withdrawal 
of large lending institutions which 
a week ago had made generous of- 
ferings. This change was in a meas- 
ure due to the 4 gene J maturity 
of large loans which will have to be 
renewed in the near future. A good 
many borrowers were willing to 
protect themselves against any fur- 
ther advance in rates during the bal- 
ance of the year. There was *0 much 
money offered on call, however, that 
many borrowers paid little heed to 
the temporary rise in time rates and 
provided for their requirements with 
loans taken on the day to day basis. 
There was no change in foreign ex- 
change rates, although the market 
for Berlin remittances appeared to 
be if anything weaker than usual. 
So far as the demand for sterling 
went, the buying was narrow and 
unimportant. 

“There was a good demand for 
some high grade bond issues, some 
large arhees being received from va- 
rious investment sources. There ap- 
peared to be a fair demand from 
small investors, the aggregate of 
these orders being sufficient to give 
@ good deal of firmness to some of 
the municipal issues. 

“Some of the _ orders 
came from banks and trust 
nies which could not invest their 
money as advantageously in loans 
made on Wall street collateral. Most 
of this buying was by banks here 
for the account of their interior cor- 
respondents, and although the de- 
mand was not nearly as broad as 
that often seen in the last week of 
July, the inquiry showed that the 
market had good support from vari- 
ous quarters.” 


DETAILED REPORT OF DAY'S 
TRADING IN WALL 


NEW YORK. July 26.—War stocks were 
in good demand in the early tradin an‘ 
considerably higher prices were established. 
Aside from this group of issues, the market 
was uncertain and irregular. The widest 
movement was in Bethlehem Steel, which was 
influenced by a report of its proposed new 
combination of steel companies. Bethlehem 
Steel rose 8 points to a new high record of 
216. Baldwin Locomotive and American Can 
also attained record prices, with the latter 
stimulated by reports of further large war 
orders. In the railroad section Canadian Pa- 
cific, Lehigh Valley and St. Paul lost about 
a point each. Considerable heaviness was 
also shown by the various copper stocks. In 
the outside market sales were made of Elec- 
tric Boat at 410, a rise of 48 points over 
Saturday's close. 

The early rise railroad shares were not 
helped by the bulge in specialities. In fact, 
they acted as though distribution were going 
on under cover of the strength elsewhere. St. 
Paul was affected by concern over its divi- 
dend outlook and fell to a new low resord at 
77%. Sluggishness of the Coppers was attrib- 
uted to unsatisfactory trade conditions, the 
demand for the metal dwindling to light pro- 
portions and consumers holding off for fur- 
ther price concession. Bonds were irregular. 

On the curb Electric Boat siumped from 
410 to 280. 

The early advances held well during most 
of the morning session, but news of the tor- 
pedoing of the Leelanaw upset what prom- 
ised to be a vigorous bul! market. here 
was a quick reverse, particularly among the 
war stocks. which had established advances 
ranging up to 14 points in Bethlehem Steel. 
These were al! canceled and the general mar- 
ket fell to a level from 1 to 5 points under 
Saturday's close. Fluctuations of 2 to 8 
points between sales were frequent on the 
downward siump

large purchases abroad. After opening \c 
off to 1l%c up. the market scored further 
ains and then receded well below Satur- 
ay night's level all around. 

Afterward wheat values underwent « su ‘1- 
den further drop, as a result of t torpe- 
doing of an American ship by a German sub- 
marine. The close was unsettled, 2\%c te 
2%c under Saturday night’s level. 

Corn .held comparatively steady. What 
changes there were seemed to be caused by 
the action of wheat. Opening prices which 
ranged from a shade decline to %c vance, 
bet followed by a slight general down- 
urn. 

Later the corn market suffered a decided 
break, in sympathy with fresh declines in 
wheat. The close was weak, \%@%e to 2\c 
net lower. 

Oats swayed with corn and wheat. Fluc- 
tuations, however, were narrow. 

Liquidating sales by holders brought about 
a sharp break in the pork market. Values 
went to the lowest since 1908. As a resuit 
lard and ribs weakened to a material extent.
